Herewith  ny  annual  report  for  1966* 

The  ye£ir*s  record  showed  sone  progress  in  housing.  The 
redevelopment  of  Nethcrfield  continues,  with  the  declaring  of  an 
improvement  area  in  Curzon  Street  and  demolition  or  rebuilding 
already  begun.  It  is  to  be  hoped  tliat  Dunstan  Street  will 
follow  soon. 

There  has  been  no  improvement,  however,  in  the  housing 
of  the  elderly.  The  waiting  list  remains  at  about  400  people, 
many  vd-th  some  disability.  Rehousing  in  a ;.,ixod  comnunrty  where  there 
is  someone  paid  to  look  after  them  would  also  alleviate  the  extreme 
loneliness  from  which  some  of  them  suffer. 

As  more  land  is  taken  for  housing,  the  provision  of  more 
open  spaces  for  recreation,  and  the  improvement  of  those  we  have 
left,  has  become  an  urgent  task,  and  the  establishment  of  a Parks 
Department  is  to  bo  v/e loomed,

there  are  only  two  smoko -controlled  areas  functioning  in  C.arlton„ 
This  delay  is  partly  duo  to  lack  of  inspectors,  and  v/ill  bo  somewhat 
shortened  by  the  appointment  of  a technical  assistant  to  carry  out 
the  preliminary  work.

Part  or  whole  of  the  cost  is 
remitted  in  some  circumstances.

The  chronic  sick  and  aged  arc  generally  cared  for  at 
home  by  relatives  with  the  help  of  the  District  nurse,  but  sometimes 
the  complexity  of  the  nursing  required  is  such  that  hospital  care 
becomes  necessary.  In  a fev7  instances  the  patient  is  confused  in 
mind  and  not  fully  aware  of  this  need.  In  such  cases  it  is  seldom 
necessary  to  resort  to  comiDulsory  powers  under  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  Section  47*

I heg  to  submit  to  the  Council  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
i;7ork  carried  out  hy  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  I966, 

As  one  might  expect  a considerable  amount  of  time  has  been 
taken  up  by  housing,  particularly  in  implementing  the  Council’s  policy 
of  improving  dwellings  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964? 
Part  II,  The  first  Improvement  Area  declared  was  that  over  the  Four 
Gates,  Netherfield,  in  I965  and  at  the  time  of  writing  a substanial 
number  of  grants  have  been  approved  and  some  houses  already  improved. 

A second  area  in  Curzon  Street,  Netherfield  was  declared  during  I966, 

Heat  inspection  duties  increased  to  the  extent  of  almost 
6,000  animals  and  this  in  terms  of  ’’cattle  units"  represents  an  increase 
of  18,5^.  The  long  hours  of  overtime  spent  on  meat  inspection  at  one 
time  are  now  a thing  of  the  past  although  slau^tering  is  still  being 
carried  out  on  Saturdays  and  on  Sunday  mornings  on  occasion. 

Steady  although  rather  slow  progress  is  being  made  with 
smoke  control.  The  Carlton  No,  2A  Smoke  Control  Order  was  confirmed 
by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  during  the  year  and  'is 
operative  from  1st  July  1967*  The  Carlton  No.  2 Smoke  Control  Order 
was  submitted  for  confirmation.  This  v^as  received  in  I967  and  comes 
into  operation  on  1st  November  I967. 

The  above  mentioned  items  of  interest  are  but  briefly 
referred  to  above  and  full  details  are  provided  in  the  body  of  the 
Report .

(h)  Industrial  Smoke 

In  last  year's  report  it  was  mentioned  that  complaints  of  grit 
emissions  had  "been  received  from  the  occupiers  of  houses  on  a private 
housing  estate j lately  developed,  in  proximity  to  industrial  premises. 

The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  firm  concerned  when  it  was  learned  ' 
that  the  works  were  to  he  closed  and  the  site  vacated  by  September  I966. 
This  closure  has  taken  place. 

The  smoke  emissions  from  another  firm  were  remedied  by  the 
installation  of  a new  boiler  plant. 

For  many  years  the  British  Railways  Motive  Power  Depot  at  Colwick, 
where  at  one  time  there  were  some  240  steam  locomotives,  was  a serious 
source  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  district.  Under  the  British 
Railways  modernisation  programme  these  have  been  steadily  replaced  by 
diesel  locomotives  and  early  in  I967  no  steamers  were  in  use  at  the 
Depot . 


(c)  Domestic  Smoke 

Carlton  No.  2A  Smoke  Control  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  26th  July  I966,  This  Order 

which  will  come  into  operation  on  1st  July  1967>  relates  to  an  area  of 
59 *16  acres  adjoining  the  City  of  Nottingham  on  the.  western  side  of  the 
district . 

VJhen  new  development  is  completed  the  area  will  affect 
approximately  300  houses, 

Carlton  No,  2 Smoko  Control  Order  relating  to  an  area  of  68,46 
acres  and  which  will  affect  631  dwellings,  will  come  into  operation  on 

1st  November  1967. 

Litter  Act  1958 

The  deposition  of  rubbish  of  infinite  variety  and  size  on  open 
spaces  in  the  district  generally  and  in  particular  on  roadside  verges 
in  Arnold  Lane,  Gedling,  has  been  a source  of  trouble  during  the  year. 

To  maintain  some  measure  of  tidiness  in  Arnold  Lane  has  necessitated 
the  clearance  of  the  rubbish  at  almost  weekly  intervals. 

The  Nottinghamshire  Constabulary  has  assisted  to  the  utmost  in 
an  endeavour  to  prevent  this  type  of  anti-social  behaviour  on  the  part 
of  a limited  number  of  the  members  of  the  public. 

Proceedings  were  taken  by  the  Police  in  four  cases.  In  throe  of 
these  cases  fines  of  £3  v\/ere  imposed  and  in  the  other  instance  one  of  £7  • 
A caution  was  given  in  another  case.

A further  prohlen  has  arisen  from  the  same  lack  of  consideration 
for  others,  namely  the  abandoning  of  vehicles  not  only  on  Ti^aste  land  hut 
on  the  public  hi^way.  Cars  v/hich  have  been  abandoned  are  almost  over- 
night reduced  to  a useless  OTeck  either  by  children,  who  are  inevitably 
attracted  to  them  as  iron  to  a magnet,  or  by  adults  who  remove  every 
component  of  value. 

Quite  apart  from  the  traffic  hazard  which  arises  when  cars  are 
left  on  the  hi^way  there  is  the  risk  to  children  where  the  tanks  of  the 
vehicles  contain  petrol  or  vapour  and  accidents  have  occurred  in  various 
parts  of  the  country  from  this  cause. 

Five  vehicles  were  removed  for  disposal  in  I966. 

Noise  Abatement  Act  i960 

Several  cases  mentioned  in  tho  report  for  I965  M?ere  kept  under 

review. 


In  two  of  these  cases  the  degree  of  amplification  has  been  kept 
within  reasonable  bounds  and  in  a third  instance  the  employment  of  "beat" 
groups  has  been  discontinued. 

Another  complaint  regarding  noise  from  the  boilerhouse  of  a firm 
in  the  district  was  investigated  and  it  was  found  that  this  arose  from  a 
new  boiler  plant  which  had  been  installed  to  overcome  a smoke  nuisance. 
The  sound  was  produced  by  the  induced  draught  fans  and  was  aggravated 
by  the  removal  of  large  sections  of  the  cladding  of  the  building  to 
cairy  out  the  installation, 

Syncronisation  of  the  fans  and  refixing  of  the  cladding  remedied 
the  nuisance. 

Two  other  complaints  were  recived  and  investigated  but  it  was 
considered  that  no  action  was  justified,
